Who were the outstanding first 
year men in major league baseball 
lur 1930? 
This question comes to hand si­ 
multaneously with the final un­ 
official averages, which give a pretty 
fair line on the results produced by 
rookies who had anything like a 
regular chance to show what they 
could do in fast company. 
Unquestionably 
the outstanding 
pitching recruits of the year were 
Babe Phelps, who won 14 and last 7 
for Brooklyn; Bul Teachout, of the 
Cubs, who won ll and lost only 4; 
and Roy Mahaffey, who contributed 
nine victories against five defeats 
for the champion Athletics. 
The backstop ••find" of the year 
was Al Lopez, Tampa boy. who took 
over the No. I catching assignment 
with Brooklyn, handled the great 
Robin pitching staff superbly, in­ 
cluding Dazzy Vance, and hit for 
.313 after being well above that fig­ 
ure most of the year. 
The top-man in hitting among the 
rookies was George Watkins, of the 
Cardinals, formerly with the Roches­ 
ter Internationls. 
George wasn’t 
considered seriously enough to even 
get his name on the spring roster 
but he hit .379 and topped all of 
the Cardinal regulars who appeared 
in IOO or more games. 


The return of Wiley (Cy) Moore, 
the Carolina veteran, to the big 
show' as a result of his great come­ 
back this year with St. Paul, in the 
American Association, will be one of 
the most interesting features of next 
season. 
Drafted by the Red Sox. Moore 
will have a chance to show whether 
his famous “sinker” still can fool big 
league batsmen the way it did for 
the Yankees rn 1927. That was Cy> 
first year under the big top. 
He was acquired by the New York­ 
ers solely on the strength of his 
Sally league record and without be­ 
ing scouted. He won a flock of ball 
games and beat the Pirates in the 
world s series, but his arm went bad 
toward the end of the following 
season. 


The sports situation has come to 
such a pass nowadays that the out­ 
standing celebrities, to whom the 
roving reporter may look for his 
news and views of public interest, 
nearly all are under iron-clad con­ 


tract to write, dictate or broadcast 
for some syndicate or chewing-gum 
maker or beverage dealer 
It is one of the signs of the high- 
powered commercialism of the cur­ 
rent times The coach, the manager 
and the star player no longer de­ 
vote their entire attention to the 
specialty in which they gain their 
fame—through the aid of the news­ 
papers. 
They rush from the field to the 
press-box or a typewriter or have 
rendezvous with a "ghost-writer” 
for purposes of further financial 
gain. 
I found Connie Mack, the astute 
manager of the A's. very friendly 
and quite sympathetic when I ap­ 
proached him on the subject of ob­ 
taining details in the preparation of 
a short story of his half-century in 
baseball, yet it developed he was 
already ‘tied up IOO per cent” with 
a syndicate for this very purpose. 
I had had many delightful con­ 
versations on baseball with Connie 
Mack over a period of years. 
In 
common with others of the craft, I 
always found him conversationally 
willing and witty. 
But it seemed 
that the master mind of the A’s was 
forced to yield to the demands of 
a commercial age. . . . 
He also has talked on the radio at 
so-much-per-minute, and his daily 
articles during the worlds series 
added to the very substantial output 
from the participants., 
Knute Rockne has never been one 
to shut himself off from the out­ 
side world when he had any re­ 
marks to make upon the football 
situation in particular or in general. 
Over a period of years I have

So Joshua Reuben Clark, jr., of 
Salt Lake City, big bodied and 
friendly, goes back to Mexico City 
as successor to his friend and ad­ 
mirer. Dwight W. Morrow, in an 
ambassadorial post that is rated 
one of the biggest assignments in 
the diplomatic service. 
Reserved in manner yet most ap­ 
proachable. Clark has a reputation 
for being as "solid” as the moun­ 
tains that rim his home city. 
Very Heavy 
Square-shouldered and weighing 
200 pounds, he is somewhat Roose- 
veltian in appearance and in the di­ 
rect incisiveness of his speech. 
Clark, his friends say, is not a 
"society man.” He is no "tea-drink­ 
ing, sartorialiy-conscious diplomat” 
they say, but he does like people 
and has a capacity for making and 
keeping friends. 
When in Washington, he enjoys 


dropping into the Metropllitan club 
where he chats with men of many 
types—politicians, business leaders, 
fellow lawyers and savants. 
Clark is a good listener and a 
first-rate story teller. He gets his 
greatest pleasure, however, in his 
home life and his books. 
Friends of his family speak of 
Mrs. Clark as a home-maker and a 
gracious hostess, 
and 
the three 
daughters, two of whom are m ar­ 


ried, often add their accomplish­ 
ments to the home circle. 
Hard working and a prodigious 
reader, Clark has found no time for 
golf or similar sports. Daily setting 
up exercises and quite frequently a 
long walk help keep him in the best 
of physical condition.
